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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed September 14 th , 2007 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of clairralO-25 based upon Hirano et al. (IP Pub. 
2003057111). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10-25 are allowed over prior art of record. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After further search and consideration of Applicants' response filed on 
September 14 th , 2007 (see Applicants' response in Page 2 of the September 14 th , 
response), it is determined that the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant application as a whole 
taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art of record does not teach 
"wherein said filter device includes a first interference filter structure comprised 
of a plurality of light transmitting layers stacked on each other, the first 
interference filter structure being deposited on a face of the colored glass filter; 
said light receiving device includes a semiconductor photodetector structure 
having one or more semiconductor layers, a light receiving area being formed in 
the one or more semiconductor layers within the semiconductor photodetector 
structure, and the one or more semiconductor layers forming the semiconductor 
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photodetector structure contain In x Al y Gai- x .yN (0<x<0.21, 0<y<l)", as recited in 
independent claim 10. 

Claims 1 1-25 also allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent of the 
allowed independent base claims.

• Khan et al. (U.S. Patent 5, 1 82,670) discloses a filter device of at least two 
layers. 

• Fan et al. (U.S. Patent 7,183,598) discloses an ordered microelectronics 
fabrication sequence in which color filters are formed by conformal 
deposition directly onto a photodetector array of a CCD, CID, or CMOS 
imaging device. 

• Assadi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,665,014) discloses an array of photosensitive 
devices. 
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• Assadi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,194,704) discloses an photosensitive device 
formed with a diffractive lens. 

However, the prior art fail to anticipated or render obvious the claimed 
limitation of the instant application as recited in independent claim 10 either taken 
alone or in combination.
